Brown Picks all South Atlantic 


Massie and Crawford were both 
brilliant ground gainers and Craw- 
ford was one of the best punters in 


this section. Massie was fast and 
followed his interference well, and 
was a defensive back. Both he and 
Crawford had that fighting spirit 
which kept them going until tigit- 
ly held. Crawford was fast and 
ran hard, but he had one weakness 
—he smashed straight ahead, not 
looking for holes. This was the 
cause of his being injured so much. 
He was exceptionally fast in start- 
ing after and catching punts. 


Streit, of Washington and Lee, 
was one of the best defensive backs 
of the year, and aided his 
other backs more than any other. 
Brown, of the same team, was a 
fast man, who kept his feet well 
and picked holes clearly. 


Denny, of Davidson; McNeil, of 
North Carolina; Thompson, of A. 
and M., and Jones, of V. P. 1,, are 
all good men, who would make any 
Southern team. 

McLane, of V. M.1.; Dutcher, 
of Georgetown; Williams, of North 
Carolina, and Alderson, of Wash- 
ington and Lee, stand above the 
other fullbacks. Dutcher is the 
best defensive back of the lot, but 
not the ground gainer the others 
are. Yancey hits a line hard, but 
is not fast. He runs high, as does 
Williams, who needs experience. 
The choice lies between McLane 
and Alderson, They are of the 
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same weight, 170 pounds, and are 
equally good in backing up a line, 
and both are fast. Alderson went 
into a line lower and kept his feet 
better, gaining many yards after 
being tackled. He was never 
thrown back after getting through, 
and none of the backs picked a 
hole more cleanly. 

This year’s team is not as strong 
as last year’s was, for no quarter is 
the equal of Randolph, and no 
back as good as Johnson, of Vir- 
ginia, or Nutter, of Blacksburg. 
Yet it would take a mighty strong 
team to keep the above mentioned 
men from scoring or carrying the 
ball near enough to allow either 
Crawford, Thomas or Feursteine to 
score from the field, Crawford 
could hold his own with any one 
in this section in punting, and no 
faster or surer men could be se- 
lected than the latter and Feur- 
steine to handle punts. It would 
take a strong team indeed to hold 
Diffendahl, Beebe, Edgerton, and 
strong ends to stop Massie, Craw- 
ford and Feursteine. Thomas and 
Dow were the cleverest ends in the 
South, receiving the forward pass. 
‘Taken all in all, I believe the eleven 
chosen men would make the strong- 
est team in this section of the 
South.
